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COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Augustana  College  offers  three  regular  courses  of 
study, — a  Preparatory  or  academical  course,  a  Normal 
course  for  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools, 
and  a  Normal  course  for  the  training  of  teachers  for 
both  the  public  schools  and  the  parochial  religion 
schools  and  Sunday  schools  in  the  congregations  of  the 
church. 

Much  time  and  study  has  been  devoted  to  a  proper 
selection  of  branches,  and  the  arrangement  in  a  logical 
order  of  the  same,  in  the"  several  courses,  so  as  to  adapt 
them  to  the  mental  growth  and  development  of  the  stu- 
dent, as  well  as  to  preserve  in  each  course  such  features 
as  will  make  it  complete  in  itself. 

Work  is  assigned  the  student  with  careful  reference 
to  his  capacity,  so  as  to  be  neither  more  nor  less  than 
will  exercise  all  his  powers.  Whether  students  enter 
for  a  long  or  short  period,  it  has  been  found  that  the 
best  results  are  attained  where  students  confine  them- 
selves strictly  to  the  course  as  outlined.  Cases  may  oc- 
cur, however,  where  students,  being  deficient  in  their 
knowledge  of  certain  branches,  or  for  other  good  reasons, 
may  pursue  a  selected  course  with  good  results;  but  in 
all  such  cases  a  special  permission  must  be  obtained  by 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  president.  We  hold  it  to 
be  a  mistaken  notion  that  the  student  is  in  each  and 
every  case  the  best  judge  of  what  studies  to  pursue,  and 
believe  that  there  is  much  time  lost  by  an  injudicious 
choice  of  studies,  and  for  that  reason  have  established 
the  rule  that  all  who  wish  to  pursue  special  studies  must 
have  special  reasons  for  doing  so,  and  possess  the  proper 
qualifications  to  pursue  such  studies  with  profit. 
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THE  PREPARATORY  COURSE. 

This  is  an  academical  course  of  study  the  main  aim 
of  which  is  to  prepare  the  student  for  a  college  course. 
It  is,  nevertheless,  a  complete  course  in  itself,  furnishing 
the  rudiments  of  a  liberal  education. 

Such  of  our  students  as  have  entered  other  colleges 
from  this  course  have  in  every  case  been  admitted  to 
the  college  classes  without  examination. 

Students  completing  the  Preparatory  course  receive 
certificates  of  graduation  from  this  department.

NORMAL  COURSE. 

According  to  the  amended  school  laws  of  South 
Dakota  for  1895,  applicants  for  a  second  grade  certifi- 
cate ushall  pass  an  examination  in  orthography,  read- 
ing, writing,  arithmetic,  physiology,  hygiene,  geogra- 
phy, English  grammar,  history  of  the  United  States, 
civil  government,  and  didactcs."  By  looking  at  the 
outline  below  it  will  be  noticed  that  all  these  studies  are 
included  in  the  first  year  of  the  course.  Any  student, 
therefore,  completing  the  first  year  of  our  Normal 
Course,  can  secure  a  second  grade  certificate. 

The  law  further  requires  that  applicants  for  a  first 
grade  certificate  shall  also  pass  an  examination  in  physi- 
cal geography,  philosophy,  current  events,  bookkeeping, 
American  literature,  and  drawing.  These  studies  are 
included  in  the  second  year  of  the  course,  so  that  a  stu- 
dent completing  the  first  two  years  of  the  Normal  Course, 
can  obtain  a  first  grade  certificate.  This  certificate  is 
valid  for  a  term  of  three  years  in  any  county  of  the 
state. 

For  a  state  certificate,  valid  for  five  years,  the  fol- 
lowing additional  branches  are  required — algebra,  ge- 
ometry, and  general  history.  As  our  Normal  Course 
contains  these  branches  besides  several  others  not  above 
mentioned  it  will  be  noticed  that  our  graduates  are  well 
qualified  to  take  a  front  rank  in  the  educational  work  of 
this  and  other  states. 

Graduates  from  the  Normal  Course  will  receive  a 
diploma. 

The  study  of  religion  is  elective  with  such  students 
as  do  not  belong  to  the  Lutheran  church.

PAROCHIAL   NORMAL   COURSE. 

The  aim  of  this  course  of  study  is  to  train  teachers, 
not  only  for  the  common  schools  of  the  state,  but  also 
for  the  parochial  schools  of  the  several  congregations. 

The  Lutheran  Church  considers  it  of  prime  import- 
ance, in  order  to  promote  morality,  Christianity,  and 
good  citizenship,  that  her  youth  shall  be  taught  the  word 
of  God.  As  no  religious  training  is  expected  from  the 
common  schools,  it  becomes  necessary  to  establish  sep- 
arate schools  for  instructing  the  youth  in  the  truths 
contained  in  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Religion  is,  there- 
fore, made  one  of  the  main  subjects  of  the  course.  Nor- 
wegian is  studied  in  common  with  the  preparatory 
classes.  In  other  respects  the  course  does  not  differ 
materially  from  the  exclusively  English  Normal  Course.

OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  STUDIES 


PURSUED  IN    THE   PREPARATORY    AND    NORMAL 
COURSES. 

ENGLISH. 

Influence  without  the  means  of  communication  is  in- 
conceivable. The  English  language  being  our  principal 
means  of  thought  communication,  it  becomes  of  para- 
mount importance  to  cultivate  its  proper  and  most  hap- 
py use.  A  successful  professional  or  business  career 
demands  a  good  command  of  language,  but  this  is  not 
attained  without  persistent  study  and  practice. 

It  is  our  aim,  therefore,  so  far  as  it  is  consistent  with 
the  above  named  courses  of  study,  to  emphasize  such 
branches  as  develop  a  proficiency  in  the  use  of  the  Eng- 
lish language. 

The  following  branches  may  be  grouped  under  this 
head,— Beading,  Orthography,  Writing,  Grammar, 
Composition,  Rhetoric,  Elocution,  English  and  Ameri- 
can Literature. 

Reading.  —To  properly  express  the  thought  and 
sentiment  of  another  it  must  be  understood  and  appre- 
ciated.    To  attain  this  the  student  makes  a   diligent  use 
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of  dictionaries  and  and  reference  books.  To  teach  ex- 
pression, however,  nothing  can  take  the  place  of  the 
voice  and  gesture  of  the  living  teacher. 

During  the  past  year,  two  classes  were  organized. 
in  this  branch.  The  more  advanced  class  outlined  the 
subject,  and  w7ere  instructed  in  the  most  approved  meth- 
ods of  teaching  primary  and  advanced  grades. 

Orthograjjhy  and  Word  Analysis. — It  is  no  credit 
to  be  a  good  speller,  but  it  a  great  discredit  to  be  a  poor 
one.  We  are  expected  to  spell  correctly  every  word  we 
use.  Hence,  it  becomes  necessary  to  give  attention  to 
this  subject  with  every  new  study.  It  has  also  been 
found  necessary  to  organize  separate  classes  for  the 
study  of  words — their  orthography,  meaning  and  use. 
When  the  student  becomes  proficient  in  spelling,  Word 
Analysis  is  taken  up,  and  he  learns  to  classify  words  ac- 
cording to  derivation,  and  to  discover  their  metaphorical 
and  hidden  meaning. 

Writing. — Form  and  movement  are  the  two  cardi- 
nal points.  The  correct  form  must  be  in  the  mind  of 
the  pupil  before  he  can  place  it  on  paper.  Every  letter 
and  combination  is  analyzed  from  the  blackboard. 
Movement  is  necessarily  learned  by  imitation  and  per- 
sistent practice.  When  the  pupil  has  learned  to  write  a 
neat,  rapid,  and  legible  hand,  he  is  given  a  standing  and 
excused  from  class.  Fine  flourishing  and  artistic  pen- 
manship is  not  required. 

Grammar  and  Composition. — A  knowledge  of  the 
principles  of  grammar  is  essential  to  a  proper  use  of 
language;  it  is  valuable  for  the  mental  discipline  it  af- 
fords. Our  aim  is  that  the  student  shall  have,  not  only 
a  book  knowledge  of  the  subject,  but  a  practical  knowl- 
edge applied  to  tongue  and  pen  in  class  recitation, 
every-day  conversation,  letter-writing,  essay  writing,  etc. 

There  have  been  two  classes  in  grammar  and  com- 
position throughout  the  year,  besides  a  beginner's  class 
during  the  winter  term. 

Rhetoric. — The  class  in  Rhetoric  was  continued 
through  the  fall  and  winter  terms.  A  short  review  of 
the  principles  of  grammar  and  the   simpler   forms    of 
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composition  was  followed  by  a  critical  study  of  style 
of  expression.  Extracts  from  some  of  the  best  English 
productions  in  prose  and  poetry  were  analyzed,  while 
the  student  was  continually  drilled  in  original  composi- 
tion work. 

Elocution. — This  study  is  pursued  during  the  fall 
term  by  such  students  as  have  had  the  necessary  pre- 
vious training.  Our  aim  is  to  train  the  natural  powers 
of  expression  to  a  higher  degree  of  perfection.  The 
voice  must  be  modulated  to  the  ever  changing  sentiment 
and  emotion;  the  gestures  of  position  and  movement 
must  be  spontaneous,  easy,  natural,  graceful,  and  sug- 
gestive; the  countenance  must  reflect  every  thought  that 
flits  across  the  mind,  and  all  must  work  in  harmony  to 
drawT  the  attention  of  the  listener  to  the  thought  and 
sentiment  expressed. 

English  and  American  Literature. — The  object  here 
is  to  create  and  cultivate  a  taste  for  good  wholesome 
literature,  fortifying  the  mind  against  the  invasion  of 
trashy  and  spurious  productions  so  prevalent  in  our 
times.  The  student  is  first  given  a  short  history  of  the 
development  of  English  and  American  literature  to  cre- 
ate an  interest  in  the  subject,  and  in  order  that  American 
authors  may  be  studied  before  the  English.  The  main 
object  in  class  instruction  is  to  elevate  the  pupil's  mind 
and  heart  to  a  loftier  sphere  of  thought  and  feeling,  and 
to  lead  him  to  a  more  perfect  appreciation  of  the  good, 
the  true,  and  the  beautiful. 

NORWEGIAN. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  youth  of  our 
church  are  well  versed  in  the  Norwegian  language. 
Aside  from  its  rich  literature,  and  practical  importance 
from  a  business  standpoint,  it  is,  and  will  continue  to  be 
for  some  time,  the  main  language  of  our  religion.  And 
in  order  that  the  transition  in  our  church  work  from  the 
Norwegian  to  the  English  language  may  be  rendered 
easy  and  natural,  a  knowledge  of  both  languages  is  an 
imperative  necessity. 
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With  students  of  other  nationalities  the  study  of 
Norwegian  is  optional. 

Tliree  hours  a  week  are  devoted  to  this  subject  in 
the  preparatory  and  parochial  courses. 

GERMAN. 

The  study  of  German  is  taken  up  in  the  third  year 
preparatory.  Reading  and  writing  go  hand  in  hand 
with  the  study  of  the  grammatical  construction  of  the 
language.  Conversation  in  German  is  introduced  into 
the  regular  class  work  as  early  as  possible. 

During  the  past  year  the  class  in  German  finished 
Collar's  Eisenbach  and  read  one  of  Prof.  Petzel's  trans- 
lations from  Howells. 

MATHEMATICS. 

Arithmetic. — This  branch  is  continued  throughout 
the  first  year  of  each  course.  It  has  been  found  neces- 
sary to  organize  separate  classes  for  such  students  as 
have  not  had  sufficient  previous  training  to  complete  the 
study  in  one  year.  During  the  greater  part  of  last  year 
three  classes  wrere  maintained. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  instructors  to  lead  the  pupil  to 
discover  the  principles  that  underlie  and  deter  mine  oper- 
ations. The  pupil  will  then  make  his  own  rules.  Much 
attention  is  given  to  mental  arithmetic. 

Elementary  Algebra  is  begun  the  second  year  of  the 
preparatory  and  normal  courses,  and  the  third  year  in 
the  parochial  normal.  It  will  hereafter  be  continued 
throughout  the  whole  year  and  completed,  instead  of 
being  dropped  and  taken  up  the  next  year  as  heretofore. 
The  class  that  left  off  at  quadratic  equations  at  the  end 
of  the  winter  term  will  complete  together  with  this 
year's  class. 

Geometry  is  taken  up  the  last  year  of  each  course. 
Went  worth's  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry  is  completed. 
The  subject  is  made  interesting  by  practical  exercises  in 
mensuration,  and  original  solutions  to  propositions  given 
by  the  instructor. 
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Bookkeeping. — This  subject  is  studied  for  four 
months  during  the  winter  term  in  the  second  year  of  the 
normal  courses.  Enough  of  the  science  and  art  of  book- 
keeping is  taught  to  enable  the  student  to  keep  an  ordi- 
nary set  of  books  in  single  or  double  entry  with  neatness 
and  accuracy.  Considerable  time  is  devoted  to  commer- 
cial correspondence,  business  papers,  business  arithmetic, 
and  commercial  law. 

NATURAL    SCIENCES. 

The  branches  grouped  under  this  head  are,  descrip- 
tive and  physical  geography,  physiology  and  hygiene, 
zoology,  botany,  and  natural  philosophy. 

Space  will  not  permit  us  to  treat  each  of  these  sub- 
jects separately;  suffice  it  to  say  that  the  most  progres- 
sive text  books  by  leading  authors  have  been  carefully 
selected.  These  are  supplemented  by  lectures  and  such 
general  reading  as  circumstances  permit.  The  text  book 
is  made  the  guide  rather  than  the  investigator  and  thinker 
for  the  learner.  As  far  as  possible  the  objective  and 
experimental  method  of  instruction  is  followed.  Each 
subject  is  thoroughly  outlined. 

HISTORY  AND  CIVICS. 

History  is  studied,  not  merely  as  a  record  of  past 
events,  but  as  a  means  to  cultivate  the  reasoning  powers 
as  well  as  the  memory  and  imagination;  it  puts  us  in 
possession  of  certain  knowledge  pertaining  to  sociology, 
to  the  theories  and  methods  of  government,  to  the  types 
of  civilization,  to  the  habits,  customs,  institutions,  relig- 
ions, etc.,  of  various  peoples. 

United  States  history  is  taught  in  the  first  year  and 
general  history  in  the  third  year  of  the  normal  courses, 
and  second  year  preparatory. 

Civil  Government  has  been  placed  among  the  studies 
of  the  first  year  instead  of  the  second,  as  a  knowledge  of 
this  branch  is  required  for  a  second  grade  certificate. 

Tn  this  class  the  student  is  given  a  thorough  outline 
of  the  state  and  local  government  as  well  as  the  federal 
or  national  government. 
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^RELIGION. 

The  controlling  idea  in  the  establishment  of  Augus- 
1ana  College  was  to  combine  Christian  with  classical  and 
scientific  training — to  train  the  heart  as  well  as  to  train 
the  mind.  And  as  a  right  training  of  the  heart  can 
only  be  effected  by  the  word  of  God,  it  follows  that  this 
must  be  made  a  subject  of  careful  study  and  meditation. 

In  the  preparatory  and  normal  courses,  two  hours 
each  week  are  devoted  to  the  study  of  religion,  and  an 
average  of  three  hours  a  week  in  the  parochial  normal. 
In  the  normal  course  the  instruction  is  exclusively  in  the 
English  language.  In  the  preparatory  it  is  mainly 
English,  and  in  the  parochial  normal  it  will  be  about 
equally  divided  between  Norwegian  and  English,  so  as 
to  prepare  the  students  of  this  course  to  teach  religion 
with  equal  facility  in  both  languages. 

For  studies  pursued  in  this  subject,  see  outline  of 
courses. 

All  Lutheran  students  are  required  to  attend  the 
classes  in  religion.  With  students  of  other  denomi- 
nations the  study  is  elective. 

VOCAL   MUSIC. 

Much  interest  has  been  aroused  among  our  students 
in  the  study  of  vocal  music.  Besides  the  two  hours1 
instruction  each  week  in  the  regular  classes,  the  students 
have  themselves  organized  several  choruses  for  mutual 
entertainment  and  advancement. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION.

Students  pay  in  advance  from  the  time  of  enter- 
ing until  the  end  of  the  term.  No  tuition  will  be  ac- 
cepted for  less  than  half  a  term,  unless  student  enters 
in  the  latter  part  of  a  term,  in  which  case  he  pays  for 
the  remainder  of  the  same.  No  allowance  is  made  for 
absence  during  the  first  week  of  a  term. 

No  exception  is  made  to  the  above  rule  unless  in  the 
case  of  teachers  actually  entering  upon  the  work  of 
teaching  or  in  cases  of  severe  and  protracted  illness. 

MANAGEMENT. 

Augustana  College  is  an  institution  belonging  to  the 
United  Norwegian  Lutheran  Church  of  America,  but  it  is 
under  the  direct  management  of  a  local  board  of  regents 
elected  by  delegates  from  the  several  congregations  of 
the  United  Church  in  the  territory  adjacent  to  the 
school. 

HISTORY. 

In  the  fall  of  1884-,  Augustana  College,  which  for 
fifteen  years  had  bean  combined  with  the  divinity  school 
of  the  Augustana  Synod,  was  made  a  separate  institution 
and  removed  from  Beloit,  Io.,  to  its  present  location. 
Prof.  M.  D.  Miller  continued  as  the  president  of  the 
faculty  till  in  June,  1889,  when  he  resigned,  and  Prof. 
C.  S.  Salverson  was  elected. 

In  June,  1890,  Augustana  College  came  under  the 
management  of  the  United  Church,  as  the  Augustana 
Synod  became  a  part  of  that  body.  Prof.  A.  G.  Tuve, 
who  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  the  previous  year,  was 
elected  president. 
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At  a  meeting  held  at  Augustana  College,  February 
6th  and  7th,  1895,  by  delegates  from  the  several  con- 
gregations in  the  vicinity  of  Canton,  an  association  was 
formed,  called  the  Augustana  College  Association.  The 
United  Church  has  now  transferred  the  management  of 
the  College  to  this  association,  but  will,  nevertheless,  to 
a  certain  extent,  continue  to  contribute  towards  its 
support. 

LOCATION. 

Canton  is  one  of  the  most  beautifully  located  cities 
in  the  west;  it  is  not  a  Dakota  prairie-town,  but  snugly 
situated  in  a  bend  of  the  Big  Sioux  River  opposite  the 
Iowa  bluffs.  The  city  is  well  supplied  with  trees,  has 
many  elegant  residences,  electric  lights,  and  a  fine  sys- 
tem of  water-works.  It  has  railroad  connections  north, 
south,  east  and  west.  Its  population  of  about  2000  is 
composed  of  an  enterprising  and  a  highly  moral  class  of 
people;  it  has  nine  churches  and  no  saloons,  and  in  every 
respect  commends  itself  to  those  who  are  anxious  that 
their  sons  and  daughters  shall  be  surrounded  by  good 
influences  when  attending  school  away  from  home. 

THE   BUILDING. 

Besides  class  rooms,  chapel,  music-rooms,  Presi- 
dent's office  and  apartments,  the  building  has  accommo- 
dations for  54  students.  The  rooms  are  well  lighted 
and  neatly  papered.  The  students  will  furnish  their 
own  bed  clothing,  towels,  lamps,  etc. 

Such  students  as  cannot  be  accommodated  in  the 
building  can  rent  rooms  in  private  residences  at  very 
reasonable  rates. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

Students  are  received  as  ladies  and  gentlemen,  and 
as  such  are  trusted  to  conduct  themselves  in  truthfulness 
and  uprightness,  in  kindness  and  respect,  in  diligence 
and  sobriety,  in  obedience  to  law  and  maintenance  of 
order,  and  such  regard  for  Christian  institutions  as  be- 
comes a  member  of  a  Christian  College. 
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It  is  an  implied  contract  that  all  who  enter  the  Col- 
lege agree  to  fulfill  in  all  respects  this  trust,  and  no 
student  ^  ill  be  retained  in  the  institution  who  persist- 
ently disregards  the  rules  or  neglects  his  duties. 

Only  such  rules  are  imposed  as  experience  teaches 
are  necessary  to  secure  unity  and  regularity  in  school 
work,  prevent  improper  conduct,  and  maintain  theprop- 
per  dignity  of  a  Christian  institution. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term  and 
a  correct  statement  of  the  deportment,  work,  and  ad- 
vancement of  each  student  is  kept  and  placed  on  the 
College  Record. 

DEVOTIONAL  EXERCISES. 

On  school  days,  all  students  are  expected  to  be 
present  at  devotional  exercises  held  in  the  chapel  by 
members  of  the  Faculty;  on  other  days,  those  who  room 
in  the  building  or  the  immediate  vicinity. 

Students  are  expected  to  attend  Sabbath  services 
regularly. 

LIBRARY. 

A  well-lighted  reading-room  and  library  has  been 
set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  students,  where  they  will 
find  some  of  the  choicest  gems  in  American,  English, 
and  Norwegian  literature,  as  well  as  newspapers  and 
periodicals. 

A  fee  of  25  cts.  for  each  of  the  fall  and  spring- 
terms  and  50  cts.  for  the  winter  term  is  charged  to  help 
pay  expenses. 

SOCIETIES. 

Much  efficient  work  has  been  done  by  students* 
societies  during  the  past  year.  The  "Adelphic"  has  held 
weekly  meetings  for  the  training  of  its  members  in  par- 
liamentary law  and  skillful  use  of  the  English  language. 
"Vikingen"  held  a  few^  meetings  during  the  winter  term. 
The  " Young  People's  Lutheran  Society"  met  every 
second  Sunday  evening.  Its  influence,  together  with 
the  weekly  prayer-meetings,  has  been  in  the  direction  o:' 
true  Christianity. 
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NEW  MEMBERS  OF  THE  FACULTY. 

Ernst  A.  E.  Petzel  was  born  in  Koenigsberg, 
Prussia,  July  12,  1867.  As  a  child  he  was  very  fond  of 
books,  and  at  the  early  age  of  seven  read  the  works  of 
Lessing,  Goethe,  and  Schiller.  At  the  age  of  ten  he 
came  to  America,  and  two  years  later,  after  being'  con- 
firmed in  the  German  Lutheran  Church,  he  went  to  the 
Seminary  at  Addison,  111.,  where  he  became  interested 
in  the  science  and  art  of  teaching  through  Prof.  Krauss, 
a  graduate  of  Leipzig  University,  and  determined  to  fit 
himself  for  this  profession. 

At  about  seventeen  years  of  age  he  entered  the 
University  of  Watertown,  Wis.,  where  he  pursued  a 
classical  course  of  study.  After  graduating  with  honors 
he  went  to  Europe  and  entered  the  University  of  Ber- 
lin to  pursue  his  favorite  studies  of  philosophy,  philol- 
ogy, and  literature.  While  here,  through  the  merit  of 
one  of  his  written  productions,  "The  Creation  of 
the  World  According  to  Homer,"  he  was  appointed 
honorary  member  of  the  Philosophical  Society  of  Berlin, 
Germany.  From  Berlin  he  was  appointed  principal 
and  to  the  professorship  of  philosophy  and  literature  at 
Detroit  Female  College.  His  vacations  were  spent  in 
attending  a  post-graduate  course  at  Harvard  University. 
His  leisure  time  as  student  and  teacher  has  been  devoted 
to  literary  pursuits. 

He  accepted  a  call  to  Augustana  College  in  the  fall 
of  1894,  as  professor  of  German,  and  Literature. 

Carl  G.  Lawrence  was  born  at  Madison,  Wis.,  in 
1871.  His  parents,  both  natives  of  Norway,  were 
among  the  earliest  settlers  of  Wisconsin.  Mr.  Lawrence 
received  his  early  training  in  the  public  schools  of 
Madison.  After  completing  a  four  year's  high  school 
course,  and  devoting  some  time  to  teaching  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  he  entered  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
from  which  institution  he  graduated  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Letters.  Prof.  Lawrence  entered  the  Uni- 
versity with  the  particular  aim  of  fitting  himself  for  the 
teacher's  profession,  and  to  that  end  has  made  an  inten- 
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sive  study  of  pedagogy  psychology  and  such  other 
branches  as  he  intended  to  teach.  His  course  in  Latin 
extended  through  a  period  of  eight  years.  He  has  also 
taken  a  separate  course  in  Norse  literature. 

He  accepted  a  call  to  the  professorship  of  Latin  and 
History  at  Augustana  College  in  the  fall  of  1894. 

Rev.  Hagbakd  Engh  who  has  been  called  to  take 
charge  of  the  instruction  in  Norwegian,  Religion  and 
Vocal  Music  at  Augustana  College,  graduated  from 
Luther  College,  Decorah,  lo.,  in  1878.  From  Decorah 
he  went  to  the  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary  at  Madi- 
son, Wis.,  and  completed  a  three  year's  theological 
course.  Being  desirous  of  still  further  pursuing  his 
theological  studies  he  went  to  Europe  and  studied  for 
two  years  at  the  University  of  Christiania,  after  which 
he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  and  has  ever  since  been 
engaged  in  ministerial  work. 
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
